Cinema plan 
for the town 
is unveiled

NEWMARKET could boast a cin¬ 
ema for the first time in almost 40 
years - if one of the four supermar¬ 
ket proposals is approved. 

Sainsbury’s and the George 
Lambton Trust have announced 
the town could receive a five- 
screen ODEON cinema if planning 
permission is granted for a Sains¬ 
bury’s supermarket on the George 
Lambton Playing Fields. 

There has not been a cinema 
in Newmarket since the closures 
of the Doric cinema in 1964, now 
DeNiro’s nightclub, and The King- 
sway cinema in the 1970s, now In¬ 
nocence nightclub in High Street. 

The cinema makes up the final 
piece of a bid by Mayor George 
Lambton for development on the 
playing fields in Fordham Road, 
including restaurants, housing 
and shops. 

Ken Taylor, a representative for 
the movie giant Odeon, said the

firm had been hoping to come into 
Newmarket for some time and this 
‘was the ideal opportunity’. 

The proposal has attracted 
controversy as the playing 
fields are public land. 

Sainsbury’s has offered 
to mitigate the loss of 
land with improvements 
to Newmarket College 
playing fields and the 
creation of new football 
pitches for Newmarket 
Football Club at Brickfield 



Stud in Exning Road. 

Robert Oxley, of Sainsbury’s, 
said: “This is the final piece of the 
jigsaw. Uniquely, our proposals 
will bring a state-of-the-art cin¬ 
ema to Newmarket for the first 
time, meaning that the Newmar¬ 
ket community will no longer have 
to travel to other centres to watch 
a film.” 

Cllr Lambton told the News: “I 
was first involved in a consulta¬ 
tion in 2002, called ‘Newmarket 
Health Check’, which identified a 
cinema as the number one priority 
in Newmarket. 

“It is very exciting to be in a 
position to deliver that 10 
years on.” 

Asda, Morrisons and 
Tesco have also submit¬ 
ted bids for stores in the 
town. 

All four applications 
will be decided at a meet¬ 
ing of Forest Heath Dis¬ 
trict Council on May 22.

On the reverse it explains 
how police are tackling 
shoplifting by working 
closely with retailers and 
arresting those responsi¬ 
ble. 

In the 12 months up to 
April 1, there were 4357 
reported shoplifting inci¬ 
dents compared with 4319 
the year before. 

fulie Hanrahan, com¬ 
munity safety officer, said: 
“The postcards are one of 
a range of measures we are 
taking to tackle this type of 
crime, which has a huge ef¬ 
fect on the business com¬ 
munity and ultimately im¬ 
pacts on other shoppers. 

“Shopwatch and Busi¬ 
ness Against Crime 
schemes are running 
across the county so infor¬ 
mation is shared and pro¬ 
lific offenders can be iden¬ 
tified and banned from 
premises. Our message 
to thieves is, ‘You’re being 
watched so don’t risk a trip 
to custody by shoplifting’.”

Hedgehogs are released at 
nature reserve after being 
nursed back to full health

INJURED hedgehogs which 
have been cared for by a wildlife 
charity have been released on to 
a nature reserve. 

Six of the prickly creatures 
took tentative steps into their 
new home at Aspal Close re¬ 
serve, in Beck Row, on Monday 
as part of a project between For¬ 
est Heath District Council and 
Shepreth Wildlife Conservation 
Charity, based near Royston, 
which has run a hedgehog hos¬ 
pital to rehabilitate orphaned, 
injured, sick or underweight 
animals for the last 25 years. 

Hedgehog numbers have 
been declining nationally be¬ 
cause of changes in the coun¬ 
tryside such as use of farm 
chemicals and new building. 

Two males and four females 
will be kept in pens screened 
from potential predators for a 
few days while they acclimatise 
and they will be fed and moni¬ 
tored by volunteers until their 
release. Matt Vernon, country¬ 
side open spaces officer at For¬ 
est Heath District Council, said: 


“We are very pleased to be part 
of this scientifically-based pro¬ 
ject to help hedgehog popula¬ 
tions. 

“The countryside team is of¬ 
ten involved in research pro¬ 
jects but this is the first time we 
have been involved with hedge¬ 
hogs. 

“Our staff and volunteers at 
Aspal Close and West Stow have 
been working hard over the past 
weeks to prepare areas for the 
new arrivals and we hope the 
hedgehogs will be able to breed 
here.” 

The team at Shepreth Hedge¬ 
hog Hospital have been work¬ 
ing for the past seven months to 
transform the health of under¬ 
weight, parasite-ridden hedge¬ 
hogs brought to the centre by 
members of the public. 

A spokeswoman for the 


Shepreth Wildlife Conservation 
Charity said: “This release pro¬ 
gramme is all part of a much 
bigger picture, though. 

“The charity is currently 
working alongside researchers 
and wildlife vets in an effort to 
collate a nationwide database 
of hedgehog release and health 
status information, which will 
serve to aid future releases 
across the UK.” 

More hedgehogs nurtured 
back to health at Shepreth are 
likely to be released in West Suf¬ 
folk in the autumn. 

These could be fitted with a 
kind of GPS ‘backpack’ so they 
can be monitored to discover 
more about hedgehog survival 
and breeding rates.

Principal to fight college’s 
‘special measures’ report

INSPECTORS have placed 
Newmarket College in special 
measures after it was judged as 
inadequate in three out of four 
categories. 

The Ofsted report ranked 
the achievement of pupils, the 
quality of teaching and leader¬ 
ship and management as inad¬ 
equate while the behaviour and 
safety of pupils was described 
as ‘requires improvement'. 

The college has come under 
fire since its poor GCSE results 
last year which saw only 28 per 
cent of pupils achieve five or 
more A* to C grades, including 
Maths and English. 

A team of inspectors visited 
the school on February 14 and 
15 and found “inadequate pro¬ 
gress was widespread through¬ 
out the college” as teaching was 
inadequate and expectations 
for pupils were too low, accord¬ 
ing to the report. 

Lead Inspector Kate Griffin 
said in the report: “The propor¬ 
tion of students gaining five 
good GCSE passes including 
English and Mathematics has 
been significantly below aver¬ 
age for the last three years and 
although it improved in 2011, it 
dropped back substantially in 
2012.” Attendance in the sixth 
form was described as “very 
low”. 

However the school was 
praised for the behaviour of 
students which was seen as 
good and students said they felt 
safe and problems with bullying 
were dealt with effectively. 

Principal Dr Bob Cadwalladr 
expressed his disappointment 
at the report and urged parents 
and members of the public to 
visit the college to see for them¬ 
selves how much the school is 
improving. 

He said: “I am very disap¬ 
pointed by the report and the 
judgement. We know that last 
year’s exam results were just not

good enough, and that we must 
work to improve the academic 
achievement for the young peo¬ 
ple of Newmarket. 

“However, no account was 
taken of the lottery of the exam 
standards last summer and the 
report ignored the good pro¬ 
gress of current students in 
the college, and the good 
practice observed by, 
and commented on by 
the inspectors them¬ 
selves.” 

The college has 
lodged a formal com¬ 
plaint with Ofsted 
about the process of 
the inspection and the 
perceived lack of consist¬ 
ency in the evidence present¬ 
ed and reported during the in¬ 
spection and the report. 

Dr Cadwalladr said the col¬ 



lege is “more determined than 
ever” to pursue plans to be¬ 
come an academy. 

He said: “I am proud of the 
achievements of students and 
the professionalism of our staff 
and I know that with the right 
support we can come out fight¬ 
ing and lose the Special Meas¬ 
ures category in short or¬ 
der.” 

Cllr Bill Sadler, county 
council representative 
for Newmarket and 
Exning, said the report 
could be a blessing in 
disguise for the college. 
“Experts will be 
brought in and every¬ 
thing turned around. 

“If that happens at the col¬ 
lege then it could be the best 
thing that has ever happened,” 
he said. 


Police launch week-long crackdown 
against rogue traders and cold callers 


ROGUE traders and con artists are being targeted 
during a police operation this week. 

Officers from Safer Neighbourhood Teams are 
teaming up with Suffolk Trading Standards and 
Age UK to raise awareness of distraction burgla¬ 
ries and cold calling between Monday, April 22 
and Friday, April 26. 

Police will be out in communities talking to 
builders and tradesman to check their credentials 
and warning residents of the dangers of consent¬ 
ing to work carried out by cold callers. 

Residents are warned to keep front and back 
doors locked at all times, to keep the door chain 
on when talking to someone they do not know 
and to check who is calling through the spy hole 
or a window. 

Home-owners should always check the identity 
of cold callers or tradesmen, and make sure call¬ 


er’s name matches the identity card, even if the 
visit is pre-arranged. 

Det Insp Nick Power, of Suffolk Constabulary, 
said: “The majority of people who call on homes 
are genuine, but we would like people to be aware 
of these kind of crimes and to take some simple 
steps to avoid becoming a victim. 

“Rogue traders and distraction burglars do not 
usually break in or use force or threats, rather 
they take advantage of the victim’s vulnerability 
or good nature.” 

He said: “We would ask everyone to be wary of 
any callers that arrive unannounced and to re¬ 
member that you do not have to allow them entry 
in to your home. If in doubt, keep them out.” 

Anyone concerned about suspicious callers in 
their area is asked to report them to Suffolk Police 
on 101 or dial 999 if a crime is in progress.

Emergency services give an insight into animal rescue 


HORSE owners were given an 
insight into animal rescues 
carried out by the fire service at 
Newmarket Equine Hospital. 

The specialist hospital invited 
animal rescue specialists from 
Cambridgeshire Fire and Rescue 


Service (CFRS) to talk to clients 
about rescuing trapped animals. 

Russell Metcalfe, animal rescue 
rpecialist at CFRS, said: "Giving 
horse owners the chance to learn 
and understand what the fire 
service does at animal rescues 


is important. We had the chance 
to speak about the specialist 
equipment we use and show 
clips of real-life incidents, which 
enabled owners to appreciate what 
they could be faced with should 
unfortunate situations occur." 


County crime down 
for the seventh year 


CRIME in the county has 
fallen for the seventh year 
in a row, according to po¬ 
lice statistics. 

There were 40,009 
crimes recorded in Suf¬ 
folk between April 1 and 
March 31 compared with 
5,632 in the same period 
the year before. 

Coupled with this al¬ 
most a third (32.5 per 
cent) of all crime has 
been solved, that’s 1,644 
more solved crimes than 
last year, a total of 13,011. 

Robbery offences, 
which have been a top 
priority for Suffolk Police 
after increasing during 
2011 to 12, saw a signifi¬ 
cant 25 per cent decrease 
with 84 fewer crimes be¬ 
ing committed in the past 
year. 

There were also 108 
fewer dwelling burglaries 
and 845 fewer violent as-

saults. 

Asst Chief Con Tim 
Newcomb said: “These 
figures are very encour¬ 
aging and not only reflect 
some of the excellent po¬ 
licing work which is tak¬ 
ing place in the county 
but would also indicate 
that local people are tak¬ 
ing measures to ensure 
they do not become vic¬ 
tims of crime.” 

Serious sexual offences 
have decreased by 8.3 
per cent, vehicle crime 
is down by 7.4 per cent 
and criminal damage has 
seen a drop of 19 per cent. 

Thefts offences also 
decreased by 15 per cent. 
However drug offence in¬ 
creased by 7 per cent in 
that period. 

Burglary is still a con¬ 
cern for the force, ac¬ 


cording to Asst Chief Con 
Newcomb, which has tar¬ 
geted dwelling burglaries 
in particular in recent 
months under the coun¬ 
ty-wide initiative Opera¬ 
tion Drawbridge. 

He said: “However po¬ 
licing isn't just about 
crime statistics, it is im¬ 
portant that we remain 
focussed on our quality 
of service, ensuring that 
victims and witnesses we 
deal with on a daily basis 
remain satisfied with our 
level of service and feel 
confident that we have 
dealt with their matter, 
effectively with profes¬ 
sionalism and care.” 

Tim Passmore, Police 
and Crime Commissioner 
for Suffolk, said: “A reduc¬ 
tion in recorded crime for 
seven consecutive years 
is a tremendous achieve¬ 
ment, which reflects the 


commitment and dedica¬ 
tion of the Constabulary, 
and I congratulate them 
on their performance.” 

“I know from listening 
to people across Suffolk 
that despite this success, 
some crime is still under¬ 
reported and there are 
some concerns about the 
level of crime in the coun¬ 
ty. I will do all I can to pre¬ 
vent people becoming a 
victim of crime in the first 
place, but when crime oc¬ 
curs I want to encourage 
people to report it, and 
improve the satisfaction 
of victims with the police 
service they receive. 

Mr Passmore added: 
“I am very optimistic for 
Suffolk and have every 
confidence in the Con¬ 
stabulary to continue to 
provide us with an effec¬ 
tive and efficient police 
service.”

Suffolk is being 
‘shortchanged’

SUFFOLK’S top police chief has 
pledged to fight to make sure 
Suffolk is not “shortchanged” 
on police funding. 

Speaking at a district panel 
meeting in Haverhill on Friday, 
Police and Crime commissioner 
(PCC) Tim Passmore said he 
planned to make sure Suffolk 
had the same resources as the 
rest of the country. 

He said: “Suffolk has been 
shortchanged for the last 25 
years, not only in police fund¬ 
ing but in healthcare too.” 

Mr Passmore said Suffolk had 
suffered because it was such 
a rural county, and was often 
woefully underfunded, 

He said: “I have already taken 
this up with the secretary of 
state and we must push for this 
at the next comprenhensive 
spending review.” 

Speaking after the meeting, 
Mr Passmore told the News: 
“If you look at the funding we 
get from the government from 
what similar counties have it is

ridiculous. 

“We have been put in the 
same group as Norfolk by the 
government but they don’t 
have Newmarket Racecourse, 
Felixstowe dock or Sizewell to 
look after which take some re¬ 
sources.” 

The inaugural district panel 
meeting was held in Haverhill 
where Mr Passmore presented 


his draft Police and Crime plan 
for the next five years. 

When asked why he chose to 
hold the meeting in Haverhill, 
he said: “I was appointed to 
represent Suffolk, not just Bury 
St Edmunds and Ipswich. It is 
about the whole county.” 

Mr Passmore said the force 
would not be merged with Nor¬ 
folk or Cambridgeshire while 
he remained in his job and 
promised to hold the police to 
account on the number of offic¬ 
ers on the beat. 

He said: “I am a Suffolk per¬ 
son born and bred and repre¬ 
senting Suffolk is right up my 
street. We have an opportunity 
here and I am taking it very se¬ 
riously.” 

Mr Passmore also announced 
the volunteer police cadet train¬ 
ing would be brought in across 
Suffolk, which has provided 
opportunities for young people 
in Bury St Edmunds, Ipswich, 
Lowestoft and Felixstowe.

THE number of deliberate 
blazes in Cambridgeshire has 
dropped by nearly 40 per cent 
in the last year, according to 
the fire service. 

Statistics provided by Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Fire and Rescue 
Service for the year end¬ 
ing March 31 2013 show the 
number of arson cases have 
dropped by 37.8 per cent in 
the last 12 months. 

There were 6,862 incidents 
in total - a 17 per cent drop 
on the previous year’s figure 
of 8,314 and the total number 
of fires fell by 35 per cent in 
the last twelve months. 

Primary fires, such as inci¬ 
dents in homes and buildings 
which require five or more 
crews, have been recorded as 
fallen by 15.7 per cent. 

Secondary fires, which in¬ 
volve four crews or less and 
do not involve casualties, 
have dropped by 52 per cent. 

Malicious false alarms have 
fallen by 20 per cent down 
to 123 this year from 155 the 
previous year and general 
false alarms are down by 10

per cent. 

The fire service said the 
number of road traffic col¬ 
lisions has decreased by 6.6 
per cent. 

After a drive to improve resi¬ 
dents’ awareness of fire safety 
in the home, the number of 
accidental dwelling fires has 
fallen from 253 last year to 242 
this year - a reduction of 4.3 
per cent - and the same pat¬ 
tern is reflected for non do¬ 
mestic property fires, with a 
drop of 11 per cent from 189 
to 168.

AS the horses thunder past me, coats gleam¬ 
ing and nostrils flared, I get a sinking feeling I 
am about to lose a lot of money. 

Despite working as a reporter in Newmar¬ 
ket, my shameful secret is I have never been 
to the races. So on a blustery spring day, I pay 
a visit to the Rowley Mile for the first day of 
the Craven Meeting. 

My grasp of betting is shaky so after a pan¬ 
icked phone call to my father and some sur¬ 
reptitious eyeing up of other hardened punt¬ 
ers, I take my first bet at the Tote pool. 

The lady in the window looks at me sym¬ 
pathetically as I scan the screen for words I 
recognise before I put my bet on. 

In a nod towards the home team, I go for 
Badr A1 Badoor, as his trainer is one of the 
names I recognise - James Fanshawe, of 
Pegasus Stables - although I admit the main 
reason is I like the colour of jockey Hayley 
Turner’s silks. 

Feeling like a far less glamorous Eliza 
Doolittle, I stand at the rails clutching my 
betting slip and dreaming about what I will 
buy with my winnings when I realise the 


horses are off and mine is nowhere near the 
front. When it comes in at 11 out of 13,1 try 
to remain calm and to ignore the men next 
to me who appear to have won quite a lot of 
money. 

Undeterred I decide to take my chances on 
another race. This time I head to the rails to 
chat to the bookies who are cheerfully endur¬ 
ing the bitter winds as they shout the odds. 

I ask for some advice but bookie Trevor 
Turner, of TB Racing, laughs and says: “I’m 
not going to tell you how to lose your money”. 

My second horse, Well Acquainted, fares 
much better and by now I am leaping up and 
down at the fence like a mad thing praying I 
am about to make my fortune. 

Sadly for me, the horse came in fourth 
place, leaving me out of pocket again. 

Perhaps beginner’s luck is not really 
enough so I seek out some more experienced 
racegoers to find out what I am missing. 

I watch the next race with Andrew Minns 
who has come down for the day from Nor¬ 
folk. 

The 50-year-old tells me he has been com¬ 


ing to the races for more than 20 years. “I just 
love the buzz of it,” he says. 

The key is to watch the horses before the 
race when they walk around the Parade Ring 
and the Pre-Parade ring, he tells me. 

“Never back the favourite, I never do. Then 
just hope for the best,” he adds. 

He wanders off clutching a fistful of notes 
so perhaps he does know what he is talking 
about. 

Regular racegoer Judy Davy, from Cam¬ 
bridge, tells me the Craven is her favourite of 
all the meetings at Newmarket. 

Judy tells me she likes to put her money on 
names she trusts, like trainer Sir Henry Cecil. 

Her loyalty pays off in the next race, the 
Nell Gwynn Stakes, where Cecil’s Hot Snap 
trounces the favourite Sky Lantern in a race 
which is seen as a trial for the upcoming 1000 


Guineas. Judy is unmoved by her success. 
She says: “It is his reputation really, that is 
what I bet on.” 

After the race I am allowed the special hon¬ 
our of a visit to the owner’s enclosure to see 
Hot Snap and listen to Sir Henry discuss the 
win. 

I grab a few words with Amy Starkey, the 
regional director for the Jockey Club before I 
leave. “Newmarket is such a special place to 
be at this time of year with expectation and 
hope all around the town,” she says. 

“That sense of anticipation was very much 
evident on the first day of our season and we 
were rewarded with some great racing.” 

As I leave the stands behind me, I can’t help 
but think she was right. 

Whilst my wallet is considerably lighter, I 
also notice a spring in my step.

Like all parents, Joy and Richard Winters wanted the best 
for their daughter Janette, who has special needs. Their 
hard-fought battle has given her independence and a love 
of life and dancing, as ALICE RYAN found out 


"▼"ANETTE Winters is the life and soul 

I of any party. She’s outgoing, chatty, 

I and never forgets a face. And she 

M also loves dancing: the minute the 
music starts, she’s out in the middle of 
the dance floor, bopping like there’s no 
tomorrow. 

“You can’t get her off the dance floor,” 
laughs dad Richard. “She’s always the 
first to get up and the last to sit down. 

But that’s Janette: she’s just so full of 
life.” 

Though in her mid-50s, Janette, who 
has special needs, has many of the 
sensibilities of a child. In lots of ways, 
her lack of inhibitions is a joy: she smiles 
constantly, hugs freely, and - as Richard 
says - dances like nobody’s watching. 

But her unworldliness also has its 
downsides: Janette can’t work, manage 
money or live alone. 

“In lots of ways, she’s an innocent,” 
explains Joy, Janette’s mother. “If 
someone came up to her, smiled and 
said ‘Come with me’, she’d go. She has no 
sense of danger. 

“But regardless of all that, we wanted 
her to live as full as life as possible. Some 
parents who have a child with special 
needs - and I’ve seen this first-hand - 
protect them to the extent they can’t 
function without constant parental 
support; they wrap them up in cotton 
wool. That’s all well and good, but what 
happens when you’re not around to care 
for your child any more? How are they 
supposed to cope without you?” 

Janette is a tenant at a supported living 
project run by Huntingdon Mencap. She 
shares a house with a small group of 
other adults with special needs - and 


support workers, who are on site 24/7. 

“She got to 35, we weren’t getting any 
younger, and we thought it was perhaps 
time we found her a home of her own,” 
says Joy, 84. “She went for a weekend, to 
see how she’d get on, and she settled in 
straight away. 

“She has such a sociable life now. She’s 
always going out. One of her favourite 
things is going swimming: she’s a 
brilliant swimmer. When we used to 
take her on holiday, even as a small 
child, she whipped through the water so 
fast we couldn’t keep up. 

“If it had been these days - after all this 
Paralympic success -1 think she’d have 
got seriously into swimming as a 
youngster..” 

Janette is the second of the Winters’ 
three children: she has an older brother, 
Andrew, and younger brother, Ian. Joy 
says she can still remember the day 
Janette was born as if it was yesterday: “I 
was on the ward, the nurse came round 
and said ‘You should be having your 
baby by now’... The next thing I knew, 
out the baby came - just like that, in a 
whoosh. 

“At the time I thought that was good, 
because I’d had a terrible time with my 
first one. But as time wore on, I thought 
‘No, that wasn’t so good’. Her head 
wasn’t even fully engaged before she 
came out and they think she suffered 
serious shock - and that’s most likely the 
reason she has special needs.” 

Joy and Richard, who’ve just celebrated 
their Diamond Wedding, first noticed 
something was amiss when Janette was 
just a few months old. “She was a very 
good baby, but, having had one already, I

felt she wasn’t developing as quickly as 
she should have. She wasn’t sitting up, 
wasn’t making any effort to sit up - she 
just lay there.” 

Consulting the doctor, Joy was referred 
to the hospital. Yet nobody confirmed 
there was a problem: “I just got nothing, 
really. I felt no-one was listening to me, 
that I was made out to be an over¬ 
anxious mother. But in my heart I knew 
there was something wrong.” 

It wasn’t until Janette started school 
that her special needs were formally 
recognised. “I’d taught her to read a little 
bit, as far as she could go, but she was a 
lot slower than the other girls her age. We 
were recommended a boarding school, 
specially for children with learning 
difficulties. Because it was 
recommended, we felt we had to go 
down that route." 

Sadly, though Janette had been happy 
at her mainstream primary, she found 
the transition to boarding school, aged 7, 
almost intolerable. “She came home 
once a fortnight. And every fortnight we 
had to more or less drag her into the car, 
kicking and screaming. To start with, we 
thought we ought to persevere: we 
thought it was because it was the first 
time she’d ever been away from us. 

“But then we discovered she was being 
locked in her room at night, with four or 
five other girls. I asked another girl there, 
who was a bit more ahead, ‘Do you like it 
here?’ and she said ’Yes’. Then I asked 
’Are you looked after? Are the people 
nice?’ and she said ’Oh yes. The only 
thing is they lock us in our room at 
night’. Janette had never been locked in 
before, and she was going crazy.” 

Taking Janette out of boarding school, 
Joy and Richard, who’s now 89, hoped 
she could return to mainstream 
education - but discovered that door had 
closed. Instead, Janette was given a place 
at a day school for children with far more 
profound learning difficulties; though 
she went there happily, it was far from 
ideal for her needs. 

In her teens, Janette switched to day 
sessions at an education centre and a 
weekly social evening. But the Winters 
felt her development had plateaued; that 
her independent living skills weren’t 
being pushed. 

And that’s where Huntingdon Mencap’s 
residential project came in. Janette is 
now the project’s longest-standing client. 


“She loved it from the minute she went 
there: she only comes home for holidays 
and weekends now,” says Joy. “It was a 
huge step for us as a family, but it was 
obvious from the word go that this was 
exactly what Janette wanted and 
needed.” 

The Winters, who live in St Neots, 
praise Sue Roberts, chief executive 
officer at Huntingdon Mencap, with 
being a ‘brilliant and constant’ source of 
support. When the housing project came 
under threat last year, in the wake of 
Government cuts, Joy says it was a 
‘nightmare’. 

“The thought of having to start all over 
again was awful. It takes time to get to 
know Janette - one of the support 
workers said it took about 12 months to 
learn about her likes and her dislikes; to 
get to know her properly. We didn’t want 
to end up back at square one.” 

Thankfully, the supported 
accommodation scheme was preserved. 
“It was such a huge relief, I can’t tell you,” 
adds Joy. 

Joy admits she does sometimes wonder 
what Janette’s life would have been like if 
she hadn’t been born with special needs. 
“In the beginning I did feel quite bitter. I 
really took care of myself: I didn’t drink, 
don’t smoke, ate healthily, took vitamins 
- you name it. I’d done everything 
properly for this baby, so I felt choked 
that it all turned out the way it did...” 

Caring for Janette has, she admits, been 
tough at times. “She barely slept for the 
first six years of her life and, for those six 
years, I don’t think I ever had more than 
two hours sleep at a stretch. I’d sit in bed 
listening to her singing and getting all 
her toys out. It was exhausting.” 

But Joy also says Janette has shed 
untold light on the family’s life. “She’s 
such a happy person. It makes you feel 
happier, being around her.” 

Andrew’s wife, Victoria, gave birth to 
the couple’s first grandchild, Gabriella, 
three years ago, and Joy says Janette 
adores being an auntie. 

“She dotes on her. She has lots of 
photographs of her up in the house. We 
have lots of family pictures around too; 
that’s what it’s all about, isn’t it? Life’s 
about family.” 

Joy says Janette has never been happier. 
“It’s wonderful. Just like any other adult, 
she has her own home - where she can 
live her own life.”

Campaign will 
aim at ‘blight’ 
of fly-tipping 


A HARD-HITTING campaign has been 
launched to stop fly-tipping in Suffolk. 

The Suffolk Waste Partnership (SWP) 
has pledged to tackle the practice which 
is described as “a serious blight” on the 
environment by working with landown¬ 
ers and enforcement agencies. 

Dumped rubbish cost the taxpayer 
£265,000 to clear between April 2011 and 
March 2012 as the SWP were forced to 
deal with almost 3,000 separate fly tip¬ 
ping incidents. 

Cllr Peter Stevens, chair of the Suffolk 
Waste Partnership said: “Fly-tipping is a 
serious blight on our local environment, 
a source of pollution and a potential 
danger to public health and hazard to 
wildlife.” 

Cllr Stevens added: “We welcome the 
opportunity to significantly reduce the 
number of fly-tipping incidents in Suf¬ 
folk and work in partnership with all 
those affected by this unpleasant, crimi¬ 
nal behaviour.” 

The campaign aims to improve the

prevention, reporting, investigation and 
clearing of fly-tipped waste while reduc¬ 
ing their associated costs. 

Derek Holliday, head of environment 
for the Country Land and Business Asso¬ 
ciation, said: “Recognition and support 
by central government that something 
has to be done to tackle the scourge of 
fly-tipping and its impacts are a real 
boost for the Suffolk Waste Partnership 
and will allow them to improve the work 
already being done. 

“The CLA is also pleased that there is a 
strong focus to work with landowners and 
farmers to find ways to put an end to the 
fly-tipping that blights the countryside.” 

The campaign aims to liase with land- 
owners to help them reduce fly-tipping 
on their land and to explore how to re¬ 
move waste from private land effectively. 

The SWP also hoped to streamline the 
reporting process and increase the num¬ 
ber of convictions.

NOW there's a hint of 
sunshine in our lives we 
can actually contemplate 
the arrival of summer. And 
in the cinematic terms that 
means the blockbusters are 
coming. 

One of the early ones out 
of the block is Iron Man 3 
in which Robert Downey Jr 
returns as the billionaire- 
inventor-superhero Tony 
Stark. 

Directed and co-written 
by Shane Black - the man 
behind the Lethal Weapon 
movies and hailed as a 
pioneer of the action genre 
- it's a real romp of a movie 
which will be welcome 
news to those who sat 
through the arduous 
prequel. 

This time the makers 
have gone for a back-to- 
basics feel in which Stark is 
forced to find a way back 
to being a superhero when 
all his money and toys are 
stripped away. 

Technically it's a sequel 
to two films, Iron Man 
2 and last summer's 
The Avengers in which 
Iron Man and a roll call 
of Marvel comic book 
heroes united to protect 
Manhattan from aliens. 

Stark hasn't coped so 
well in the aftermath of 
these events and we find 
him a nervy insomniac 
prone to panic attacks. 


He does at least have 
his former assistant- 
turned-CEO Pepper Potts 
(Gwyneth Paltrow) on hand 
to soothe him as the pair 
have moved in together. 

It's not long, though, 
before their domestic bliss 
is thwarted by a two¬ 
pronged attack - the arrival 
of biologically advanced 
super-powered humans and 
the mysterious figurehead 
of a terror group known as 
The Mandarin. 

The special effects are 
faultless and deserve to be 
seen in 3D while Iron Man's 
suit, which appears like 
swarm of bees and attaches 
itself piece by piece to 
Stark, adds extra interest. 

This movie supersedes 
many in that the thrills 
and spills are never to the 


detriment of the story and 
script, which feel sharp 
and fresh. Downey Jr gives 
an entertainingly jittery 
performance as a superhero 
on the edge, while his 
jaded one-liners raise a 
laugh. 

While Guy Pearce as 
the founder of a brain- 
trust organisation, Don 
Cheadle as Stark's ally 
and Rebecca Hall as his 
former lover all put in 
charismatic performances, 
special mention has to 
go to Sir Ben Kingsley as 
The Mandarin and a turn 
of events that feels truly 
inspired. 

Fun for both fans and 
newbies to the comic book 
world, the movie may be a 
lengthy 129 minutes but it 
doesn't feel like it.

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GARDENERS who didn’t want to venture out 
in the freezing weather at the beginning of the 
month may now be looking at a moss-ridden, 
lumpy lawn with scatterings of bald patches, a 
world away from the velvet carpet of grass they 
desire. 

But there's still time to give your lawn a boost, 
even if it might look a bit forlorn now, or consider 
re-seeding or turfing if you 
think it's beyond hope. 

If you have loads of moss, 
it's worthwhile applying a 
moss killer before you scarify, 
and wait a few days before 
raking it up. 

Improve badly draining soil 
by aerating the lawn, driving a 
garden fork into the ground all 
over the lawn when it is moist, 
making holes to a depth of 10- 
15cm (4-6in). I once bought 
a pair of lawn-aerating shoes, 
but they kept falling off so I went back to the old 
faithful fork. 

Others use hollow-tine lawn aerators which 
remove plugs of soil from the ground, but they 
are hard work and aren't very good on stony soils 
or heavy, dry soils. 

The holes you make allow air and water to get 


into the grass roots and should then be filled 
with a mixture of sharp sand and organic soil 
conditioner to stop the holes from closing up. 

If the soil is heavy and air is forced out due to 
excessive rain, spread a large bucketful of sharp 
sand per square metre over the surface, working 
it into the holes with the back of a rake. 

Feed the grass with lawn fertiliser available at 
most garden centres. This can 
be done by hand, applying 
approximately two grams per 
square metre, and water it in. 

All lawns need good drainage 
and oxygenation, so scarify 
it with a springtine rake to 
remove thatch - dead grass that 
mats beneath growing grass - 
and moss. For larger lawns, it's 
worth renting a petrol-driven 
lawn scarifier to do the same 
job. 

Some lawn dressings 
incorporate a slow-release fertiliser but if this 
isn't the case, add a little amount of general lawn 
fertiliser (not containing weed or moss killer) 
before applying it. Make sure you brush it evenly 
over the area or it will become patchy when the 
fertiliser kicks in. 

A few weeks later, if your lawn is still patchy,

oversow it lightly with a quality lawn seed. 

Once it's ready to cut, make your first few cuts, 
keeping the blades set quite high. If your grass is 
already long, give it a few cuts over a number of 
weeks, lowering the blades a little at a time, so 
that you cut the grass length down gradually. 

By summer, you should be mowing weekly, 
stepping up to twice a week when necessary, 
but don't mow the grass shorter than 2.5cm 
(1 in) high and keep on top of weeds in the lawn. 
Annual weeds which emerge in any bare patches 
will be removed by mowing. 

Of course, in the unlikely event that we have 
a sustained period of warmth in the summer, 
go easy on the mowing and don't worry about 
letting the grass go brown because it will recover. 

When you mow during drought, leave the 
cuttings on the lawn to stop the roots drying out 
and help keep in the moisture. 



Continue to feed the lawn monthly through 
the summer, then you can apply a high-potash 
fertiliser in the autumn to keep the grass in good 
condition in the cooler months.

Club duo make capital gains 0 

Clifford and Cole lead Newmarket Joggers’ efforts 
by posting superb times in the London Marathon_ 


CLASSIC-winning Godolphin 
trainer Mahmood A1 Zarooni 
is to face a British Horseracing 
Authority disciplinary panel 
hearing after samples taken 
from 11 horses in his care in 
Newmarket were found to con¬ 
tain traces of anabolic steroids. 

A1 Zarooni, who won the 
Ladbrokes St Leger at Don¬ 
caster last year with Encke, 
as well as the richest race in 
the world, the Dubai World 
Cup, with Monterosso, has 
trained a whole host of big-race 
winners since joining Sheikh 
Mohammed’s operation and 
told the Godolphin website 
he had made a “catastrophic 
error”. 

He said on www.godolphin. 
com: “I deeply regret what has 
happened. I have made a cata¬ 
strophic error. 

“Because the horses involved 
were not racing at the time, I 
did not realise that what I was 
doing was in breach of the rules 
of racing. I can only apologise 
for the damage this will cause 
to Godolphin and to racing 
generally.” 

A statement on the Godol¬ 
phin website read: “Following 
an inspection of Zarooni’s sta¬ 
ble by officials from the BHA, 
traces of prohibited substances 
were discovered in a number 
of the horses tested, including 
Certify. The BHA has advised 
that, as a result, the filly will not 
be allowed to take part in the 
QIPCO 1000 Guineas at New¬ 
market next month. 

“A1 Zarooni has admitted that 
he was responsible for the ad¬ 
ministration of the prohibited 
substances.” 

Godolphin racing manager 
Simon Crisford said: “This is a 
dark day for Godolphin. 

“We are all shocked by what 
has happened. 

“His Highness Sheikh 


Godolphin trainer 
A1 Zarooni facing 
doping inquiry 


Mohammed was absolutely 
appalled when he was told and 
this is completely unacceptable 
to him. We will await the out¬ 
come of the BHA inquiry be¬ 
fore taking any further internal 
action. 

“Sheikh Mohammed has in¬ 
structed me to begin an urgent 
review of all of our procedures 
and controls. That is already 
under way and we will take 
advice from the BHA in 
completing it.” 

Godolphin said no further 
comment would be made 
pending the completion of the 
BHA investigation and inquiry. 

The BHA said that on April 9 
this year samples were obtained 
from 45 horses trained by A1 
Zarooni at Moulton Paddocks 
Stables and that on Monday 
afternoon it had received 
written advice from the 
Horseracing Forensic Laborato¬ 
ry that, upon analysis, 11 of the 
samples had present in them 


prohibited substances, namely 
ethylestranol and stanozolol. 

Certify, unbeaten in four 
career outings and winner of 
the Shadwell Stud Fillies’ Mile 
at Newmarket in September, 
was one of the seven horses 
whose sample tested positive 
for ethylestranol. She had been 
ante-post favourite through the 
winter months for the Guin¬ 
eas, and only recently lost that 
position to the Sir Henry Cecil- 
trained Hot Snap. 

Gold Cup runner-up Opinion 
Poll was one of four horses test¬ 
ing positive for stanozolol. 

Adam Brickell, Director of 
Integrity, Legal and Risk for the 
BHA, said: “Ethylestranol and 
stanozolol are anabolic steroids 
and therefore Prohibited Sub¬ 
stances under British Rules of 
Racing, at any time - either in 
training or racing. Mahmood 
A1 Zarooni has been advised of 
the analysts’ findings and has 
been visited by an Investigating 


Officer. A Disciplinary Panel 
inquiry into the analysts’ 
findings will take place at the 
first available opportunity, 
confirmed details of which will 
follow when available. 

“The horses which have 
produced positive tests will also 
not be permitted to race with 
immediate effect and for an 
extended period of time. As 
part of the ongoing process a 
decision will be made as to what 
period this suspension will be 
imposed for. 

“The BHA understand the 
importance of this process 
being carried out as quickly as 
possible because of implica¬ 
tions for betting markets.” 

A1 Zarooni enjoyed a famous 
night in March last year when 
Monterosso struck gold at Mey- 
dan, and in 2011 he won the 
Prince ofWales’s Stakes at Royal 
Ascot with Rewilding. 

A date for the hearing has yet 
to be announced.
